The  answer  that  came  from  the  CEO  is  that  there  needs  to  be  a  strong 
argument  regarding  public  safety  to  justify  moving  encampments,  especially 
in  light  of  the  State's  guidance  not  to  move  homeless  encampments  and 
potentially  risk  lives.  The  current  situation  doesn't  rise  to  that  level  based  on 
their  understanding  of  the  situation  and  they  won't  be  recommending  we 
move  forward  unless  there  is  something  else  they  aren't  aware  of.  I'm  kind 
of  at  a  loss  at  this  point,  so  if  you  have  something  else  you'd  like  to  add  let 
me  know,  but  they  view  the  risk  of  moving  the  encampments  outweighs  the 
benefit.
